Ashland city officials and busi­ 
ness boosters have a new plan for 
routirtfr the D. L. D. highway sec­ 
tor between their town and Gretna. 
It was proposed Saturday to Gov­ 
ernor weaver as the finale of a 
conference 
in his 
office, during 
which Mayor Carl W. Harnsberger 
charged that everything had been 
"cut and dried" in opposition to 
what Ashland wants. 
He was told 
In turn by the governor that “You 
are going oft half-cocked.** 
After the mayor had somewhat 
cooled down and taken his seat, 
other members of the Ashland del­ 
egation poured oil on the troubled 
waters and came 
forward 
with 
their latest proposal, which they 
outlined as follows: 
Starting at the present D. L. D, 
crossing over the Burlington rail­ 
road southwest of Ashland, to run 
north past the cemetery and turn 
east on the 
section 
line which 
forms the rwmh boundary of the j 
city; thence one mile east to in­ 
tersection with present route going 
north from Ashland: thence angling I 
northeast to the Burlington tracks: 
thence crossing the Platte river and 
following the railroad on the north] 
side to a point half a mile south­

tracks to the south side; the rest
